HIS Day is publith’d our Quarteriy- Book, 
wich Words fer to Mufick, and all! the 
Parts inferted, to be had no where but 
in the faid Book. 

. In Gen. to. 21. the felbwing words are writ- 
ten. Unto Shem alfo, the Father of all che Chil- 
dren of. Now, why is Shem particularly remark’d to 
be the Father of the Children of Eber, rather than the 
Father of the Children of Arphaxad, Shem’s immed:- 
ate Defcendent, and Grand-fatier tc Eber, who was 
the third from Shem, 

A. As the I/raelires were call’'d Hebrews from E- 
ber their Progenitor ( from whom their Father Abra- 
ham was the fifth in Defcent ) fo Mo/es parucular- 
ly remarks Shem to have been the Father of the 
Children, or Defcendents of Eber {for the word 
Children is not to be particularly reftrain’d to the 
Immediate OFspring of Eber, but to be extended 
to all, that derived their Original from Him, and 
confequently to the Ifraelites ) Mofes,we lay, makes 
this particular remark on purpofe to remind the //- 
raelites of their Defcent from Sem 3 to remind the 
Ifraelites of their Defcent from Shem ; to remind 
them of ir in a more obfervable manner than by 
berely deducing (as he alfo d xs in ihe fucceeding 
Verles ) the Genealogy of Abravam fron that great 
Progenitor. 

If ic be ask’d, what occafion there was for fo 

articular a remark, we an{wer, that when God 

leffed Sem and Curfed Him, the one for Hiding 
(togecher with his Brother Faptet ) the other for 
Difcovering his Father’s Nakednefs, This was the 
Tenor of both the Bleffing and the Curle; Bleffed 
3s the Lord God of Siem 3; and Canaan (one of the 
Sons of Ham) fball be His Servant. Where there 
18a Prophetical Promife ( Prophetical, we fay, be- 
caufe not perform’d till after che Revolurion of fe- 
veral Ages) that the Defcendents of Shem thou'd 
Conquer and fubdue the Pofterity of Caxzan. Now, 
Gince the Canaanites, into whofe Country the Ifrze- 
htes were then trat elling in order to Poffels ir, were 
the Pofterity of Canaan (and therefore call’d Ca. 
naanitc:, fron) whom the Couatry it felf had the 
name of Cavacn) it coud not bat worderfully 
Comfors and Revive the Fearful and Diftrufttul 


Ifraclites to be put in Remembrance, that They 
Defcended from Shem, and that confequently that 
Ancient Prophefy was now Near toa PesaiGon. 
And from the wonderful Agreement of their then 
Prefent Circumftances with the Tenor of a Promife, 
made {0 many Centuries before, they cou’d not 
but conclude, that the fame Providence, which 
brought the Event fo Near to aConclufion, wou'd 
Provide alfo, that the Promife fhou'd be Punctually 
Ful fill’d.

which caufeth che Sparkling, it may not be ina 
right pofition to receive it, hence it may happen 
thar rwe Pefons being 10 different placcs, the one 
fhall {ee if Sparkic, and the other nor. |

~ Woether there be always the [ame Individual 
Superficial Extent of Land in this Terre/trial Globe, 
which canfifts of Land and lVater ? 

A. There has been in all Ages various Tranfmu- 
rations of Land into Warer, and Water into Land. 
Lakes, Pools, little Rivers, and parts of great Ri- 
vers have been frequently Dried up, and become 
fruirfal Fieids, of which The/Jaly in Gréece is an E- 
minent Exainpic. And as tothe drying up of Pools 
in Particular, *%:/covy, Germany, and the Nether- 
dands afford abundant Inftances, Narrow Seas 
have been chang d into I{thmus’s, whichare Necks 
of Land which unite Peninfula’s to Continents, Thus 
Africa, which is now a Peninfula, was once an I- 
fland. And thus it is thought, that our own Coun- 
try was formerly, not as it is now an Ifland, bur a 
Penifula, joyn’d to the Continent of France by an 
Ifthaus, which has been fince broke off by an Ir- 
ruption of the Sea. Whic!: Phaenomenon ( accord- 
ing torhe Teftimony of the Ancients ) happen'd to 
10 Sicily, which (fay they ) was once upon thefame 
Continent with Ita/y.
